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DETAILED ACTION 

Continuation of #3: Applicant has amended independent claim 1 by adding proposed 
new limitations "and an outer end" and "release tape is releasably secured with adhesive to the 
fastening tape at the outer end of the release tape", which requires a new search and/or further 
consideration. The newly added limitations also raise the issue with regard to new matter due to 
the wording of "an outer end". The specification refers to a the outer fold of the release tape in 
the areas of the specification as noted by the Applicant, but the Examiner is unsure if this is the 
same thing as the outer end. 

Continuation of #11: The application is not placed in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's arguments are drawn to a proposed claim amendment, which is not being entered. 
Thus, the arguments are not commensurate in scope with the claims. Specifically, the 
applicant's arguments drawn to the limitations of "and an outer end" and "release tape is 
releasably secured with adhesive to the fastening tape at the outer end of the release tape" have 
not been entered. Therefore, the arguments are not commensurate in scope with the claims of 
record. Applicant's arguments of record are not found to be persuasive because they rely on the 
non-entered amendments. Applicant is referred back to the final, rejection of record in office 
action mailed March 16, 2006.
